Plans were announced re- 
cently for a 373 acre lake to 
be built in Coffee County, just 
below Kinston. The lake will 
be used for recreation and ir- 
rigation.

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Gun Blast Hits 5 Here Tuesday 


Along simmering domestic 
quarrel apparently was the tri- 
gger to the shooting of five peo- 
ple here Tuesday evening. The 
injuried included a 13 month 
old baby boy in serious condition 
in a Dothan hospital. 


Injuried in the shotgun blast 
through a window were the baby 
Tracy Morris; his mother Mary 
Alice Morris,-age 29, with head 
injuries; Polly Cole, age 24, 
sister to Mrs. Morris and wife 
of the man charged with the 
shooting; Bobby Starks, age un- 
known but in his early 20's; 
and Charles Hill, age 12. 

All the injuried were taken to 
the Elba General Hospital by 
units of the Elba Rescue Squad. 
The Morris baby wasalso trans- 
fered _to Dothan by the Rescue 
Squad. 

Bobby Starks was treated and 
released from the hospital. He 
lost the end of a finger in the 
affair. 


Mrs. Morris, Mrs. Cole and 
Hill were kept in the hospital. 
Mrs. Morris suffered head in- 
juries; Mrs. Cole suffered leg 
injuries and Hill suffered head 
injuries. 


The shooting took place in 
Mulberry Heights and a black 
male, Wilson Cole, is in Coffee 
County jail charged with assult 
with the intent to murder. He 
gave himself up to the jailer 
and ask that the Elba police 
be called. At that time the 
Elba police and Chief Deupty 
Sheriff Neil Grantham, ll ar 
med with rifles and shotguns, 
were searching for Cole in the 
Mulberry Heights area where 
the shooting occurred. 


After receiving a report at 
8:58 p.m. of a shooting in the 
area, two police officers, Max 
Rayborn and Phillip Godwin 
were patroling in the area when 
a shot from the dark shattered 


their right front headlight. They 
immediately got out of the area 
and radioed for reinforcements. 
This was complicated by the fact 
that the base radio at the police 
station was out of order andthe 
station was operating with a 
walkie talkie normally used by 
officers on foot or on stake- 
out. 


The five injuries occured 

while the victims were sitting 
in the living room of Cole's 
estranded wife’s home. The gun 
blast came through a window 
on the side of the house shat- 
tering the glass and blasting a 
large hole in the curtains. 
This blast apparently hit all 
five victims with the baby boy 
catching several pellets in the 
head as he lay in his mother’s 
lap. 

While all the details were a 
bit hazy at press time, appar- 
ently the people in the house 
all ran to other rooms to hide 


from the sudden forceful intru- 
sion. The man with the shot- 
gun reportedly kicked in the 
back door and found Mrs. Cole 
croucked bleeding between two 
beds in the only bedroom in the 
three room house. He pulled her 
up and she broke away, running 
out the front door. Witnesses 
report the gunman caught up 
with her and then put down his 
gun. At this point Mrs. Cole 
Started running again. As she 
ran onto a neighboring porch 
another shot was fired. She 
continued to run and at least 
one other shot was heard. One 
of these blast again hit her 
in the back. 

After talking with Cole the 
police went to the home of Cole’s 
mother and picked upa 16 guage 
single barrel shotgun and are 
checking to see if it was the 
one used in the shooting. They 
do have evidence showing that 
the weapon used was a 16 guage 
shotgun.

NIXON’s ENERGY 
MESSAGE 


Congressman Bill 


I agree with the: principal 
thrust of President Nixon’s 
recent energy message. Weare 
obviously in a crunch situation 
and strong measures are cal- 
led for. 

However, | prefer voluntary 
controls as opposed to ration- 
ing. Gasoline rationing was 
tried during World War II when 
patriotic sentiment was high 
Rationing did not work very 
well then and the black mar- 
ket prospered . I do not think 
gasoline ratiomng will work at 
this time. 

President Nixon talked about 
going back on daylight savings 
time nationwide. Because the 
situation is so severe and na- 
tionwide daylight savings time 
could bring about substantial 
energy savings, I support the 
concept as a temporary mea- 
sure. Such an idea is not un- 
precedented . During the en- 
ergy shortage of World War 
II we went on “war time”, 
comparable to daylight savings 
time, which seemed to work 
very well. 

Nixon also said he was lim- 
iting the speed of government 
vehicles to 50 miles per hour 
and urged the States to take 
the necessary action to reduce 
their speed limits. While I 
think this action was good and 
necessary, I believe the Presi- 
dent could have gone further in 
the matter of transportation. 
The removal of emission con- 
trol devices from our automo- 
biles could, according to me- 
chanics and others I have tal- 
ked with, in some cases reduce 
the fuel consumption of cer- 
tain automobiles by as much 
as 50 percent. It is a fact 
that anti-pollution devices cut 
gas mileage and are one of the 
main reasons our American 
automobiles consume so much 
gasoline. The removal of emi- 
ssion controls would not _be 
unrealistic, particularly in 
light of the President's pro- 
posal to lessen environmental 
controls on industries burning 
coal and the suggestion that 
some oil burning industries, 
particularly power producers, 
go back to burning coal. 

I realize that there will be 
terrific opposition to these pro- 
posals from environmentalists 
who would rather have us freeze

in the dark. It is lamentable 
that environmental standards 
have to be relaxed, but at this 
time such action appears nec- 
essary. 

«The reduction of tempera- 
tures in government office 
buildings and the suggestion 
that State governments and pri- 
vate citizens also turn down 
their thermostats is realistic 
and hopefully everyone’ will 
comply. After all, this energy 
crunch affects each of us and 
we should all be willing to do 
our part to conserve energy. 

Mr. Nixon also asked the At- 
omic Energy Commission to 
speed up the licensing of nu- 
clear plants in an effort to re- 
duce the time from their pro- 
posal to completion from 10 
to six years. I wholeheart- 
edly support this concept. 

Congress will have to coo- 
perate with the President if 
these far-reaching energy con- 
servation plans are to be car- 
ried out. Congress is already 
working on the fuel shortage 
problem. Currently, the Emer- 
gency Petroleum Allocation Act 
is being considered by the Con- 
gress and now the President 
has called on the Congress to 
do even more. 

The Democratic leadership 
said earlier this year that this 
Session of Congress would ad- 
journ by October 15. Others 
said Thanksgiving was a more 
realistic estimate. I believe 


that this Congress will pro- ‘ 


bably not adjourn until just 
shortly before Christmas. Too 
much urgent business must be 
completed to look for an early 
end to this Session. For in- 
stance, we have the Ford con- 
firmation hearings, the possi- 
bility of impeachment is being 
considered by the House Judi- 
ciary Committee, the Defense 
Appropriations Bill has not yet 
left the House Armed Services 
Committee and now this Con- 
gress must also give priority 
to energy legislation. 

Basically, the new energy 
conservation measures are 
aimed at making the U.S. self- 
Sufficient. Recent events inthe 
Middle East point out just how 
important self-sufficiency is. 
Americans, working together, 
can and will see this energy 
shortage through.

SENATOR SPARKMAN 
Answers Questions 


DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Can you tell me something ab- 
out the mechanics of impeach- 
ing a President? I heard that 
the Senate is responsible for 
impeachment, but how is it 
done? W.H., Bridgeport 
SPARKMAN: Actually, the Sen- 
ate has nothing to do with im- 
peachment until and unless the 
House impeaches the Presi- 
dent. Then it is referred to 
the Senate, which sits as ajury 
to try the case 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I am a student of government 
and would like you to explainto 
me the role of the Senate Ma- 
jority Leader. Just what does 
he do? E.E., Birmingham 
SPARKMAN: The job of Senate 
Majority Leader is just what 
the name implies. He is sup- 
posed to lead the way. The 
Senate Majority Leader fre- 
quently calls the members of 
the majority party together in 
conference to discuss issues 
and any other important mat- 
ters which need to be discussed 
He will also call a conference 
upon the request of any Sena- 
tor so that their views may 
also be aired. 


DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I believe you will be consider- 
ing legislation shortly which is 
intended to bring about budget 
reform. I believe the time has 
come for all of us to adopt a 
stringent position on federal 
spending. Until federal expen- 
ditures are controlled, there 
is no way to stop inflation 
R.B., Birmingham 

SPARKMAN: I assure you that 
I am in favor of budget re- 


form and have voted for every 
measure that has been brought 
up seeking such reform. I 
think we must bring our budget 
in line as between spending and 
revenue. One thing that so 
many people do not understand 
is that the President’s budget 
itself is a deficit budget. I 
hope to see the time come when 
the President will submit bud- 
gets that will provide for a 
surplus rather than a deficit. 
During the present Administra- 
tion, the President has sub- 
mitted budgets that over-run 
revenues by more than $100 
billion dollars. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I understand that many peo- 
ple have been taking their mon- 
ey out of savings and loan 
accounts and putting it inbanks 
to earn a better rate of int- 
erest. The result has been 
a scarcity of mortgage money 
coming out of savings and loan 
institutions. How critical is 
this situation and what are you 
doing to correct it? C.J., 
Tuscaloosa 

SPARKMAN: During July sav- 
ings and loan associations lost 
$313 million in deposits while 
at the same time the nation’s 
328 largest commercial banks 
gained $510 million in consum- 
er savings in an 8-week per- 
iod. I have helped pass thr- 
ough the Senate a resolution 
which has as its objective the 
attraction of more money back 
into the S & L’s to make more 
mortgage money available. Ad- 
ditionally, my Committee is 
working extra hard to develop 
other solutions to the mort- 
gage money crisis.

ALLIES MUST RECOGNIZE THAT 


OBLIGATIONS WORK BOTH WAYS 


Early this year leaders of 
the North- Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization declared that disas- 
ter would follow if the United 
States eased its support of 
NATO, and they spoke of the 
need for greater unity and sac- 
rifice in the face of Communi- 
st armed forces. 

Just a few weeks ago the 
United States faced a showdown 
with Russia over the Middle 
East. But of all the countries 
which we have aided during the 
25 year existence of the NATO 
alliance, only Portugal stood 
by its commitments and allow- 
ed our aircraft to use its fac- 
ilities for refueling during the 
long haul between America and 
the Middle East. 


West Germany, Italy, Gr- 
eece and Turkey all not only 
denied us use of their faci- 
lities, but Greece and Turkey 
even denied permission for 
overflights of our supply air- 
craft, although they didn’t have 
anything to say about flights 
over their territory by Rus- 
sian supply aircraft on their 
way to add more fuel to the 
Middle Eastern fires. 

Britain gave no help to our 
attempts to gain a cease-ure 
resolution in the United Na- 
tions, and France, which gave 
up its NATO responsibilities 
years ago--although it still ex- 
pects our protection against 
Russian aggression--has taken 
the lead in seeking further to 
weaken our efforts to bring a 
permanent and just peace to 
the Middle East. 

So the question arises, if 
our NATO allies deserted us 
in the face-off with the Com- 
munists as we sought to bring 
a cease-fire inthe Middle East, 


how much dependence can we . 


put in them as we face similar 
dangers which are suretoarise 
elsewhere in the world? Most 
of our European allies left us 
in the lurch in Vietnam, and 
probably caused that war to 
continue years beyond what 
might have been the case. Now 
they left us in the lurch in the 
Middle East. Do the European 
countries feel that they haveno 
obligation to stand with the Uni- 
ted States in our time of need? 
This matter goes far beyond 
whether the Western Europeans 
agree or disagree with our Mid- 
dle East policies. The heart of 
the matter is whether the United 
States is free to move our 
forces and our equipment from 
bases in Europe if thosetroops 
and that equipment are needed 
elsewhere. 

The maintenance of a mili- 
tary balance and the establish- 
ment of a durable peace in the 
Middle East are as much inthe 
vital interest of Western Eu- 
rope as in our own interest. 
Western Europe panicked over 
its fear of loss of oil from the 
Middle East. But what makes 
them think they would be any 
safer if the Russians physically 
controlled the Middle East? 

In light of our experiences of 
the past month, it is imperative 
that we review our world-wide 
alliances andcommitments. An 
alliance should be a two-way 
street. It should not be just 
what we are todo for our allies. 
Somewhere along the line they 
have obligations and responsi- 
bilities to help the United 
States. 

The last thing that we need 
is fair-weather friends whouse 
us for their advantage but des- 
ert us in our time of need.

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Crisis ‘Stops 
Lights 


The energy crisis has 
accomplished a trick that 
years of fretting and pro- 
testing have failed to turn in 
downtown Montgomery. City 
Traffic Engineer Jack Cham- 
bliss said that a number of 
traffic lights — which many 
citizens have long considered 
unnecessary and a nuisance — 
will be placed on “flashing” 
at 9 p.m., and that if the 
experiment succeeds, they 
will be turned off, 

Meanwhile, Gov. George 
C. Wallace moved swiftly to 
back President Nixon’s call 
for action, and drew-enthusi- 
astic praise from Commerce 
Secretary Frederick B. Dent, 
who was in Montgomery to 
address the annual meeting of 
the Alabama Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Less than 24 hours after 
Nixon’s energy appeal, Wal- 
lace and Dent held a press 
conference at the State Capi- 
tol, and Wallace announced 
three plans to combat the 
problem in Alabama: 

- He appointed a five- 
member Alabama _ Energy 
Management Board, con- 
sisting of State Health Officer 
Dr. Ira Myers, Finance Direc- 
tor Gen. Taylor Hardin, Agri- 
culture Commissioner M.D. 
“Pete’’ Gilmer, Alabama 
Development Office Director 


R.C. “Red” Bamberg and 
State Geologist Philip E. 
LaMoreaux, 


— Pointing out that he 
has no authority to change 
state speed limits, Wallace or- 
dered all state cars to reduce 
speeds to 50 mph, and called 
on citizens to “consider slow- 
ing down just a bit’’ and at 
the same time save lives. He 
said he would not ask state 
troopers to enforce his order, 
assuming: that drivers would 
comply voluntarily. 

— Ordered that state 
building thermostats be kept 
low. 

The Energy Board met 
the next day, named C.L. 
Melenyzer of the ADO staff 
as its director, and came up 
with proposals of its own: 
Use of car pools, mass transit, 
reduced usage of lights and 
electrical appliances, and sub- 
stitution of phone calls and 
letters for travel where pos- 
sible.

MEAT INDUSTRY FINDS WAY 
TO KEEP COST LOW 

The meat industry has found 
another way to keep meat cost 
at a minimum. Did you know 
that more than one-half of the 
beef shipped to U.S. super mar- 
kets in 1972 arrived at the re- 
tail stores as _ prefabricated 
cuts in vacuum-packed boxes? 

There are many advantages 
of cutting meat before it’s ship- 
ped. Packers are able to ship 
twice as much meat in boxes 
as they do when it’s shipped 
as carcasses, thus reducing 
shipping costs. Also, packers 
will be able to better use meat 
trimmings as they will be ina 
central location. 

Sanitation will be improved 
because cuts will be shipped in 
vacuum packed bags, eliminat- 
ing direct handling of meat. 
Labor costs at the retail store 
will be reduced since the meat 
is already cut. 

Finally, stores can buy only 
the cuts they can sell and thus 
avoid unsold meat which rai- 
ses all meat prices. 


BREAKFAST 

If your child refuses to eat 
before going to school in the 
morning, try serving some non- 
traditional foods for a change. 

Bacon and eggs or a bow] of 
oatmeal may be the perfect 
breakfast for you, but may have 
little appeal for your children. 

Start the school day by giving 
your child cheese and crackers, 
a baked custard or a favorite 
hot soup. Or, dress up a tra- 
ditional food -- serve French 
toast with a peanut butter fil- 
ling and a favorite milk shake. 
All these are nutritious and give 


‘children-a good sendoff each 


morning. 

When planning a breakfast 
menu, include foods from at 
least three of the four food 
groups. 

For school age children, it 
is important to include foods 
from the milk group at break- 
fast as well as at other meals 
Citrus fruit or juice at break- 
fast provides a serving from 
the fruit-vegetable food group 
and the vitamin C requirement 
forthe day. 

In any breakfast menu, in 
clude foods that provide enough 
calories for the morning's ac- 
tivities. Children who eat br- 
eakfast, featuring traditional or 
non-traditional foods, are more 
alert and get more work done. 
Breakfast each morning also 
makes it easier to meet the 
body’s food requirements each 
day. 

COOKING VEGETABLES 

Cooking vegetables? To in- 
sure the best flavor, color, tex- 
ture, and food value in vege- 
tables, cook them only until 
they are tender 

Remember--the amount of 
water used in cooking (any- 
thing) is important. The less 
water, the more nutrients re- 
tained in cooked vegetables. 
But, don’t use a high tempera- 
ture! It can boil away fast. 

If you are cooking root vege- 
tables (that require longer 
cooking), you should use enough 
water to cover them. 

On winter squash -- bake 
acorn squash for 30 minutes, 
uncovered, but bake Hubbard 
squash about 45 minutes, also 
uncovered. Then continue bak- 
ing until squash is tender -- 20 
to 30 minutes. (The oven should 
be preheated to 400 degrees F.)

Golf Cart Accidents 


Hanson and his wife were 
heading for the clubhouse in a 
golf cart when she had a sudden 
urge to stand up, But as she did 
so, she lost her balance and 
fell against the tiller. The cart 
lurched crazily, throwing Han- 
son to the ground. 

Painfully injured, he deter- 
mined to seek damages from the 
management of the club. 

“Considering how unstable 
their carts are,’ he argued in a 
court hearing, “they should have 
posted a warning against anyone 
standing up. This they failed to 
do.” 


However, the court turned 
down Hanson’s claim, 
“There are certain obvious 


dangers,” said the court, “against 
which a warning is not necessary. 
The seller of a knife is not re- 
quired to warn against cutting 
oneself, or that a hammer will 
hurt if a person is hit with it.” 

With the growing popularity 
of golf carts, more accident cases 
are finding their way into court. 
Generally speaking, claims for 
damages have not been too suc- 
cessful, often because the blame 
lies with the victim himself. 

But if the mechanism is faulty, 
compensation may indeed be col- 
lected from either the club man- 
agement or the cart manufac- 
turer. 

In another case, the golf cart 
was missing the rubber pad that 
normally covers the brake pedal. 
When the driver tried to use the 
brake, his spiked shoe slid off the 
pedal and hit the accelerator, 
causing the cart to run into an- 
other golfer. 

This time, the victim collected 
from the club management. 
Grounds: negligent maintenance 
of equipment. 

One club tried to block any 
and all claims by including a 
“we are not responsible” clause 
in its rental form. But the clause 
was so well hidden in printed 
verbiage that a court later found 
it to be null and void. 

The court said enforcing such 
a clause against an injured golf- 
er, unaware of its existence, 
“would truly be unconscionable.” 


Use Common 
Sense In Fuel 
Distribution 


Wholesale suppliers were 
asked today to use a “Common 
Sense Approach” in allocating 
middle distillate fuels to cus- 
tomers during the current tr- 
ansitional period of the Man- 
datory Allocation Program ef- 
fective November 1. 

Duke R. Ligon, Director, Of- 
fice of Oil and Gas, U.S. De- 
partment of the Interior, told 
wholesale suppliers that the 
Program does not require that 
all customers: be reduced to 
the same yolumes (of fuels) 
purchased in 1972, unless a 
reduction is necessary to en- 
sure that all customers get a 
fair share of their 1972 pur- 
chases.” 

Ligon pointed out that while 
the producers state that sup- 
pliers can use whatever sup- 
plies they have left over in any 
way they see fit - after the 
wholesale purchasers obtain 
100 percent of the fuels they 
purchased during the same 
month of 1972 - a “common 
sense approach” should be fol- 
lowed in making good use of 
the excess fuels. 

Ligon also pointed out “It 
should be noted that the Man- 
datory Program provides for 
suppliers and purchasers ag- 
reeing among themselves to 
either borrow on future allo- 
cations or defer current al- 
locations within the level of 
the total allocation for the year, 
as long as such arrangements 
do not result in an involuntary 
reduction in allocations to oth- 
er purchasers.” “Similarly,” 
he added, “Suppliers may bor- 
row or swap products among 
themselves.” 

The program also makes 
provisions for purchasers to 
obtain needed supplies of mid- 
dle distillates. Wholesale pur- 
chasers who did not have a 
supplier in 1972, or who were 
not in business during the en- 
tire year of 1972, or who have 
had substantial expansion in 
fuel requirements to the ex- 
tent that allocations based on 
1972 are inadequate, are en- 
couraged to explore all pos- 
Sibilities to obtain required 
supplies In this connection, 
suppliers are encouraged to 
accept such new expanded bu- 
siness within provisions of the 
regulation. 

Request for interpretation 
may be made to the Office of 
Oil and Gas Field Offices or 
its Petroleum Allocation Div- 
ision, Department of the In- 
terior, Washington, D.C.20240. 

Affected wholesale purchas- 
ers should petition the appro- 
priate regional office of the 
Office of Oil and Gas as soon 
as possible to obtain an ad- 
justed base period volume or 
the assignment of a supplier if 
appropriate. Necessary report 
forms for this purpose are be- 
ing distributed to OOG Reg- 
ional Offices

Labor Market In 
Coffee On Rise 


The total civilian work force 
in Coffee County for the month 
of September was 12,970, up 450 
since June, and up 90 from 
the work force one year ago. 
Most of the gain since June 
was attributed to the rise in 
the non-agricultural sector, but 
agricultural employment also 
increased substantially. Grow- 
th in the number of nonfarm 


workers accounted for the 
yearly advance. 
Manufacturing employment 


rose 190 over the past three 
months and has increased by 
50 since September 1972, Over 
the past three’ months the only 
industry to decline was lumber 
and wood products with all other 
industries recording increas- 
es. Substantial growth was re- 
ported over the year in the 
durable goods sector as full 
employment was reached at a 
new apparel plant. Non-manu- 
facturing was up 190 over the 
tri-monthly period due mainly 
to an increase in the trade sec- 
tor. Additional workers were 
hired over the year in trade, 
finance, services, government 
and “other” non-manufactur- 
ing. Mining remained steady 
with construction and transpor- 
tation showing a decline inem- 
ployment. 

The number of unemployed 
was estimated at 400 compared 
with 630 for June and 500 for 
September 1972. September’s 
jobless rate was 3.1 percent, 
down from the June rate of 
5.0 percent. The ratio one 
year ago was 3.9 percent.

“In addition to being a high- 
protein feed ingredient, soy- 
beans are coming into their own 
as a tasty food product,” says 
Dr. Billy Powell, Extension 
food scientist. 


Powell says soy products come 
in two forms -- extruded and 
Spun. Extruded soy protein 
products are either flavored 
or unflavored. When water is 
added to them, they become 
moist and chewy, closely re- 
sembling beef, chicken and oth- 
er meats. These beans can 
also be made into imitation 
nutmeats and fruits and can be 
used to enrich existing foods 
without changing the color or 
taste.

ECM Assistance On Terraces 


Soil Conservation Tech 
nicians are busy servicing re- 
ferrals on the Emergency Con 
servation Measure, which au- 
thorizes. the ASCS to give 
issistance onthose areas dam 
aged from the critical weather 
IS past spring 

Under the current program 
of cost-shares, the dead-line 
for completion on practices 
such as repairing washed-out 
terraces dams, diversions, 
etc is December 31, 1973 

More than 100 Coffee Coun- 
ty farmers have applied for 
assistance and to date, only 
about 20% of this number have 
completed their repairs. This 
“repair” program is very help- 
ful in many cases, but some 
terraces are beyond repair, 
and a complete new terraces 
and water disposal system is 
needed 

Many of our terrace sys- 
tem3 were installed back inthe 
days of “Mule” farming, when 
short rows were no problem 
In fact, many farmers liked the 
short rows best, when plowing 
a mule Terraces on most 
fields in the county were built 
over 25 years ago; and the 
winds, rains and heavy equip- 
ment have made drastic chan 
ges in the shape of the land 
and terraces. 

Many Coffee County farm- 
ers are planning to reterrace 
their fields. Roy Fuller, of 
the Danley’s Cross-Roads Co- 
mmunity has some erosion 
problems, but needs a layout 
Suitable for tractor farming. 
D. L. Catrett, of the Brad- 
shaw Community is planning 
to reterrace his farm. We 
are hoping there will be cost- 
share assistance available for 
this program, this coming 
year.

burning. 

Controlled fires are usedto 
reduce the hazard of wild fires; 
control unwanted underbrush; 
prepare sites for planting 
seedlings or for natural or 
artificial seeding; improve wi- 
Idlife food and cover; and im- 
prove forage production, Un- 
less, one or more of these 
purposes can be met by con- 
trolled burning, it has noplace 
in your woodlands.

to Go On 


County Register 


The Seaboard Coastline De- 
pot in Coffee County has been 
nominated to the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Places by the 
Alabama Historical Commis- 
Sion and the nomination awaits 
approval in Washington, D.C. 

The announcement was made 
by State Senator L. L. Dozier 
and Representative Douglas 
Easters 

The National Register incl- 
udes such Alabama land marks 
as Ivy Green, the birthplace of 
Helen Keller in Tuscumbia, the 
Coldwater Covered Bridge near 
Anniston, Water Street Comm- 
ercial District inSelma and Fo- 
rt Mims in north Baldwin Cou- 
ty. 

The Seaboard Coastline De- 
pot is one of the oldest frame 
structures in Enterprise, and 
one of the most historie surv- 
iving transportation landmarks 
in Southeast Alabama. 

The town of Enterprise was 
officially incorporated in 1896 
with a population of 250. The 
community began to grow, and 
in 1898 the Alabama Midland 
Railroad Company built a line 
there. The railroad was later 
sold to the Plant Railroad Sys- 
tem, and in 1901 it was acqu- 
ired by Atlantic Coastline (now 
Seaboard Coastline). 

In 1903 a station was built 
by Atlantic Coastline. Due to 
the town’s rapid growth, the st- 
ation was enlarged to its pre- 
sent site in 1916. 

The Pea River Historical So- 
ciety plans to purchase the one- 
story frame stationand restore 
it for city or organizational of- 
fices.

Rules on the $150 annual 
clothing allowance paid by the 
Veterans Administration have 
been broadened to include dis- 
abled veterans and military 
retirees who wear colostomy. 
ileostomy, or similar devices 
for service-connected condit- 
ions 

Annual clothing allowances 
are authorized under Public 
Law 92-328 for service disab- 
led veterans whose prosthetic 
or orthopedic devices (artifi- 
cial limbs, braces, wheelcha- 
irs, etc.)jtend to wear out or 
tear clothing 

Eligible veterans and re- 
tirees should apply for the 
clothing allowance to any VA 
office. Those on the VA com- 
pensation rolls will receive 
the allowance automatically 
each year after initial appli- 
cation. 

Retirees need not waive any 
portion of their military re- 
tirement pay to qualify for the 
allowance, but must file annual 
claims for it with VA.

Crackdown 


Reports of the mega: use us 
poison or paralyzing chemicals 
on arrows by some bow hunters 
in Alabama have prompted De- 
partment of Conservation and 
Natural Resources officials to 
call for a crackdown on such 
practices through stepped-up 
enforcement efforts, Conser- 
vation Commissioner Claude 
D. Kelley said Wednesday. 

Game and Fish Director Ch- 
arles D. Kelley said reliable 
reports revealed that not only 
were illegal chemicals“ being 
used by a few bow hunters, but 
that the chemical “pod” was 
actually being sold in the State. 

“Many additional benefits 
have been afforded bow hunters 
in Alabama due mainly to the 
time, effort, and skill neces- 
sary to bag a deer under con- 
ventional bow hunting condi- 
tions,” Kelley said, “but con- 
tinued use of illegal devices 
such as poisonous chemicals 
could penalize those hunters 
who are willing to work and 
train to become expert marks- 
men and woodsmen to bag their 
deer.” 

Kelley pointed out that orga- 
nized bow hunters in Alabama 
were opposed to the use of 
chemical devices and had made 
considerable effort to stop th- 
eir use.

A friend of mine recently 
experienced this while his wife 
went to Europe for a three-week | 
holiday. It had been years since 
he had really taken care of the} 
nominal household chores. He} 
quickly found out that they are} 
time-consuming, leaving little} 
time for leisure when coupled 
with his normal working day. 

Well, this is the problem all 
people have who live alone and 
also work. They have to be well 
organized to enjoy more than 
mere existence. There’s the laun- 
dry, the picking-up and generally 
keeping one’s quarters clean, 
there is garment cleaning and 
most of all — there is shopping 
for and the preparation of food. 
One cannot, after all, eat out all 
the time. Nor, did my friend want 
to. 


Problems In Shopping 

The biggest problem in shop- 
ping is quantities. In canned 
goods there are many small-can 
items. But even these contain 
more than one serving. Thus the 
user must.plan when he will use 
the leftovers, Soon enough that 
the food will still be all right yet 
not, for the sake of variety, the 
very next day.

Plea For 
Safe Driving 


Is Issued 


A joint plea for safe and 
sober driving during the up- 
coming Thanksgiving holiday 
was voiced by Governor Geor- 
ge Wallace and State Public 
Safety Director Colonel E. C. 
Dothard. 

Governor Wallace said that 
all too often, what starts out 
to be a carefree, joyful family 
outing, ends up in heartbreak 
and tragedy because of a care- 
less act on someone’s part. 

Public Safety records re- 
veal that 350 rural traffic col- 
lisions occurred during the 
four-day holiday period last 
year, resulting in 205 injuries 
and 19 deaths. 

The official traffic count 
this year begins at 6:00 p.m., 
Wednesday, the 2lst, and ends 
midnight, Sunday, the 25th. 

Colonel Dothard said, ‘‘Tho- 
ughtlessness and discourtesy 
will not be tolerated on our 
highways this Thanksgiving. 
Every available Trooper will be 
assigned to patrol duty, and,’’ 
he continued, ‘‘I have instruc- 
ted them to be especially alert 
for discourteous acts and haz- 
ardous violations such as 
speeding and drinking, which 
are consistently our leading 
killers. Also, widespread use 
of radar and vascar speed tim- 
ing devices are planned.’’ 

Governor Wallace said, ‘‘I 
wholeneartedly support Colonel 
Dothard in this endeavor, and 
I am asking everyone to do his 
part by exercising courtesy and 
common sense.”’

He was also a 
policeman up until about three 
months ago - and is still a 
reservist on the force. 

Captain Norris feels very 
strongly about the rescue ope- 
rations, for he says ‘‘Iremem- 
ber the days when we didn’t 
have any way to get injured folks 
to the hospital, 
safely, and many died. I know 
how important this work is.”’ 

He cites figures to show that 
his and other members? workis 
increasing each year. For in- 
stance, last year, they made 116 
more ‘calls than in 1971, and 
more this year than last 

There are four squads, and 
one squad is on call each week. 


present each time, but he says 
“I try to make all the wrecks, 
shootings, etc."’ There are 26 
members in all - six are also 
policemen. 

Captain Norris and his wife, 
Judy, live in Brookdale. They 
have one child, a boy, Patrick, 
four years old 

He says his wife ‘‘for the most 
part understands about the job 


There are many times when we 
will be ready to go some place, 
and I will receive a call. But, 
all in all, she doesn’t mind 
quickly and “This is a full-time job 
Never a day goes by that wedon't 
have to go see about something 
or answer the phone § many 
times. 
“The Rescue team saves peo- 
ples’ lives by minutes and even 
by seconds,’’ adds Captain
